“Insufferable lonesomeness" was the 
term used by Dr. George T. Harding, 
father of President Harding, in ex­ 
plaining his m arriage at 76 to Miss 
Alice Severns, 52, 
More than 100,000 men of about Dr. 
H arding’s age now are listed as bach­ 
elors, the office records show. 
A n ear­ 
ly equal num ber of women at 64 years 
of age or more, are also unm arried 
and a still larger num ber of men and 
women of tiuy are without mates af 
a result of divorce or death.

figures are prelim inary estim ates ol 
the 1920 census re tu rn s based on par

olives. 
Good olives 
have a pleasantly arom atic odor, he 
said. T he poisonous olives smell a 
Httle stronger than roquefort cheese, 
and the liquor is clouded.

If is found mort* frequent 
ly in ripe olives than in green on »s, 
probably because the ripe variety in 
an early state of decay, Rosenherger 
said.

Where and how to ob­ 
tain food is the thought uppermost in 
the minds of everyone. 
Values at present are reckoned ac­ 
cording to one sta n d ard —the am ount 
of food a given article represents. The 
food situation which is due to failure 
of last year's crop, and has been grow ­ 
ing more and more critical since F eb­ 
ruary, is tim biggest problem in R u s­ 
sian life even before the famine de- 
veloped in the Volga region. 
The re-establishm ent of com m erce 
and legalizing trade in m arket and 
shops under the new regulations has 
bettered the situation somewhat. 
The m arkets are the busiest places 
in 
Moscow 
and 
Petrograd. 
T hou­ 
sands of people go there daily to buy 
and barter. 
The latter Is m ore com ­ 
mon because ruhels ure scarce and 
low in value. 
Peasants are as eager 
for city products and finery as city 
dw ellers are for food. 
At the m ark e t the 
city 
dwellers 
trade their cigarette lighters m ade at 
home after factory hours, 
or 
his 
wife’s handkerchief she has just em ­ 
broidered. 
Household effects and p er­ 
sonal belongings are still in demand 
by a few city folks.

Child Welfare Board Endeavors to 


Secure Proper Settlements for All 
Un-married Mothers 
The actual work of the Child Wel­ 
fare Board in the county was inter­ 
rupted somewhat during the month of 
June and July by attendance at the 
National Conference of Social Work 
held In Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and 
also by vacations. 
The conference, in 
spite of the heat, was Interesting and 
some 
helpful 
suggestions 
w e e 
gleaned. 
At present there are twenty-eight 
active ca .-es on hand. 
The secret ary 
worked intensively with 
sixteen 
of 
of these, nine of which developed dur­ 
ing the two months. Several old cases 
"were dosed as the families moved out 
of the county or had arrived at the 
point 
where 
no 
further 
assistance 
seemed necessary. 
Cases held over from the May court 
were finally disposed of, and in every 
instance the Child Welfare Board en 
deavored to secure, as far as possible, 
proper settlements for all un-tnurried 
mothers. 
Two Investigations were made for 
placements, one for the return of a 
child from Faribault and several for 
other agencies. 
Word Was received 
that Faribault could receive two chil­ 
dren from Crow Wing county. 
Since 
the county has a waiting list of chil­ 
dren to enter the school for tin* men­ 
tally defective, two children will he 
taken down in the near future. 
A 
petition was (lied In the probate court 
for a hearing concerning the commit­ 
ment of another defective child. 
It 
is well to have such cases upon the 
waiting list as early as possible. 
A It ii mber of supervisory calls were 
made upon children who are on pro­ 
bation and the report sent to the 
State Board of Control. 
In one In­ 
stance a position was indirectly se­ 
cured for one of the older girls un­ 
der supervision in a hospital in an­ 
other county, and another who has 
been in a working home was returned 
to her parents after some necessary 
adjustments 
had 
been 
made. 
The 
Child WeJfiu;* Hoard prefer to do pre­ 
ventive work and are striving in that 
direction. 
, There are several cases pending In­ 
volving, among other things, charges 
of 
neglect, 
improper 
guardianship, 
failure to meet paternity obligations 
and dependency. 
The latter will In­ 
volve a thorough Investigation in an­ 
other county. 
Flans are being made to organize 
Camp Fire Groups in the rural com­ 
munities using the schools as a nu­ 
cleus and it is hoped to secure free 
traveling libraries for the county. The 
Child Welfare Board wilI have an ex­ 
hibit at the county fair this year.

Secure Proper Settlements for AU 
Un-married Mothers 
The actual work of the Child Wel­ 
fare Board in the county was inter­ 
rupted somewhat during the month of 
June and July by attendance at the 
National Conference of Social Work 
held in Milwaukee. Wisconsin, and 
also by vacations. The conference, in 
spite of the heat, was interesting and
